The same applies for all other grades -- 
again such as XF-AU would be XF 45 and so on up and down the 
scale. All MS 60 coins must be full Uncs and MS 65 are fully 
struck and choice.

(Here again, if the over all coin is 
VG, it is a vVG-8 -- if either side 
exceeds the VG standards it can be 
called a VG-10.) 

(The same rules apply here as for 

the above grades - if a coin is 
over-all Fine it is a F-12 -- if 
better on either side it goes to F-15.) 
(If a coin meets the minimum standards 
of a VF then it is a VF-20 -- If it 

is slightly better it is VF-25.) 

(If it is a sharply struck VF, with 
better details -- it is a VF-30. 

If it is what is referred to as 

VF/XF or it almost meets the standards 
of an extra or extremely fine, then 

Lt is a VF-35.) 

(Again, if it is over all XF - it is 
XF-40. If one side meets AU standards 
and is what is called an XF-AU, it is 
a XF-45.) 

(If the coin just meets the standards 
of being almost uncirculated, it is 

an AU-50. If it is definitely better 
on both sides - it is an AU-55.) 

(No wear or rub - uncirculated. ) 


(May have 2 or 3 minute bag marks - must 
have original lustre and/or toning.) 
(A perfect coin - no marks or anything.)

It is important to note, especially in the Half Dime series, 
that if a coin does not have a full "Liberty" on the obverse, 
and is a VF or XF on the reverse -- this does not make it 

a "Fine" grade - Many of the half-dimes were used for buttons, 
and consequently were worn badly on one side and stayed very 
nice on the other - Also the "Liberty" is incused of these 
coins and it was easily worn down. This does not entitle 

One to assume or excuse this factor in grading a coin - if 
there is no "Liberty", regardiess of how nice the rest of 

the coin is -- it cannot be graded more than a G-6é. 


This applies to all Liberty Seated Coins -- Also the so-called 
“weak strike" phrase, commonly used. This same standard is 
applied for these coins as for coins that have been worn. 
Many coins in the Dime series, (especially in the "0" mint 
mark group of the 40's and 50's) the reverses were weakly 
struck - this does not entitle one to up-grade the coin 
because of this -- A coin that meets XF standards on the 
obverse and is weakly struck on the reverse (so that it 
appears to be a VF), can not be graded an XF-45 - but must be 
graded no more than a XF-40 -- A weak strike is no cause to 
raise the grade of a coin - it must be graded as it appears, 
not as it should have been. A seller may price his coin 
accordingly. 


Another factor in grading is that if a coin actually grades 
XF, or whatever, and is damaged (scratched, holed, or etc.) 
it should be called by it's proper grade and the damage or 
whatever stated when describing the coin.
